Fbanefort, Ky., Sept. 4 — Walter G 
Whitaker, (Union) of Shelbj, and J. H. G 
Bash, (Union) of Clark, were selected te 
fill the contested seats in the Sena’e. 

The temporary Speaker resigned and the 
Senate will be regularlj organized to- 
morrow. 

Cairo, Sept. 4. — The gunboats Tyler and 
Lexington had an engagement otf Hick- 
man, Ey., with the rebel gunboat Yankee 
this afternoon. Two batteries on shore, 
supported by about 1,500 rebels, also fired 
upon our boats. None of the shots took 
effect. The Tyler and Lexington fired 
about twenty shots, 'with what effect is not 
yet known. They retnrned to Cairo this 
evening. On the way up they were fired 
upon with small arms at Columbus and 
Chalk Bluffs, Ey. 

Col. Hicks, of the Fourth Illinois Kegi. 
ment, who was sent to exchange prisoners, 
returned last night from Charleston. The 
rebels had but three Feiieral prisoners. 

It is reported that the rebels are falling 
back from Sykestown to New Madrid. 

Gen. Grant took command of this post 
to day. 

Baltimore, September 4. — A copy of the 
Richmond Dispatch of Tuesday, received by 
a fiag of truce at Old Point, oontains the 
following items of news : 

A dispa'oh from Charleston, dated Ban- 
day night, says a brig laden with coffee ran 
the blockade on Sunday morning; also a 
vessel with fruit. 

The ship Gondar, from Liverpool, ar- 
rived at Beaufort last week 

The ship Alliance, which arrived at 
Beaufort last week, is spoken of by tbe 
Examiner as laden with arms, ammunition, 
thread, quicksilver, etc. 

Tie Dispatch says we may in a few days 
expect Beauregard’s and Johnston’s report 
of the battle of Manassas. 

The Petersburg Express of Monday gives 
an account of the taking of Fort Hatteras, 
and says a portion of the wounded escaped 
on a steamboat. It gives the number of 
killed and wounded at about eighty, and 
says those who escaped from the fort con 
tended that the magazine exploded, but the 
Express doubts the story. 

The Express says its latest advices from 
North Carolina .'ire up to eight o’clock last 
night. Up to that hour it was known in 
Goldsboro that a formidable Yankee flset 
was in sight of Fort Macon, which com 
mands the entrance of Bsaufort Harbor, 
and is spoken of as tho most formidable 
fortification on the coast of North Carolina 
An atteck was expected on Monday morn-- 
ing. The garrison was well prepared for^ 
the assault, ana will resist to the last. The 
excitement throughout North Carolina and 
Eastern Virginia is intense. It was 
rumored that Washington, N. C., had been 
destroyed by the Yankees. 

No mention is made in the Dispatch of 
the illness of Jeff. Davis, but it contains a 
proclamation of the President calling Con 
gress together again on the 31 inat., on 
account of ita failure to deliver to thd 
President for his signature a bill containing 
the military appointments. 

Sykaccee, Sept. 4 — In the afternoon the 
Convention was permanently organized by 
the election of Herman J. Redfield. of New 
York, as President, and a number of Vice 
Presidents. 

A resolution was offered that seventeen 
representatives of each organization, name 
ly, Tammany and Mozart, of New York be 
entitled to eeats on this floor, the objeol 
being to reunite the Democracy against the 
Republic in party. 

William Ludington said he recognized a 
true Democrat in every min who was in 
favor of prosecuting the war within the j 
limits of the Constitution, and of offering 
the most liberal terms of peace He offered 
an amendment to tbe resolution, ftlmitting 
the entire Tammany and Mozart delegft- 
tions and allowing them to cast a fall vote. 

Mr. Lord moved an amendment, which 
was passed, allowing the two delegations to 
cast 34 votes. 

The President announoed that both dele- 
gations are admitted to the floor with leave 
to cast seventeen votes eich. The Tam 
many delegation then withdrew from the 
hall for conBultatien. 

A committee on resolutions was appointed. 

Washington, September 4. — The follow- 
ing order has been issued by Lieutenant- 
General Soott : 

“The General-in-Chief is happy to an- 
nounce that the Treasury Department, to 
meet fntler pajmenta to the troops, is aboat 
to Eupply, besides ocin as heretofore, 
treasury notes in $3’s, $10’s, and $20’s, 
which are as good as gold at all banks and 
Government offices throughout the United 
Slates, and most convenient for transmission 
by mail from officers and men to their 
families at home. Good husbands, fathers, 
sons, and brothers living under the Etars 
and stripes will thus eoon have ready and 
safe means of relieving an immense amount 
of euffering which could not be reached by 
coin.” 

Wabhisotcn, Sept. 4. — Special to the New 
York Pott . — The Richmond papers are in 
ecstacies over their troops occupying 
Munson’s Hill, and declare that an inward 
movement will soon be made.

Intelligence received in army c'lroles ren- 
ders inch an event probab’e Commodore 
Stringham has made an official report of the 
Hfttteras affair. It contains nothing addi- 
tional of interest.

The Treasury Department has issued 
propocals for the oonstruotion of five 
steam screw revenue vessels. 

Gov. Gamble, of Mo., had an interview 
with the President to day. It is believed 
that pss es to cr^ss the Potomac will here- 
after be withheld from newspaper reporterr. 

Hannibal, Mo., Sept. 4. — (Jorporal Dix, 
of the Third Iowa Regiment, while out on a 
Boont with five men near Eirksville last 
week, was surroundei in a farm house 
while at dinner by twenty-five secessionists, 
who demanded the surrender of his party. 
This was refused, and the secessionists 
made an attack upon them. The fighting 
was severe, but the Federal troops main- 
tained their position in the house, driving 
the assailants from the grounds with a loss 
of seven killed and five wounded. Corporal 
Dix 'was killed. None other of the Federals 
were hurt. 



St. Lons, Sept. 4 — Prince Napoleon 
and suite arrived at seven o’clock, and took 
rooms at the Planters House. A military 
escort had been provided by order of Gen 
Fremont to attend him from the depot to 
his quarters, on the arrival of the regn 
lar train, at 8:25, which waitad an the levee 
tii| nine o’clock, when it was ascertained he 
had quietly entered the city two hours be- 
fore. 

Three runaway slaves, caught a few days 
since by a party of Federal troops at 
Meraonie Bridge, have been brought to the 
city, and will be delivered to their owners 
on Buffioient proof of their legality to the 
Government. 

K It is reported that John W. Reid, M. C., 
is raising a regiment of troops in his dis- 
triet for service in the rebel army. 

The Military CommissioR, to assemble at 
the St. Louis Arsenal, have been instituted 
for trial, according to rules and articles of 
war, of all prisoners Drought before it. 

Fort Monrob, Sept. 3. — The Confederate 
slaves at Old Point now number 1,800, in- 
cluding woman and children. 

A flag of truce has Just come in from Nor- ; 
folk with the crew of the bark Rowana and 
Glenn, and schooner Mary Alice and brig 
Joseph — all captured by the privateer 
Dixie, with the exception of the Joseph, 
which was taken by the privateer Savannah. 

The Captain and Mate of the Glenn are 
retained as prisoners at Richmond. 

The Captain of tbe .Mary Alice is almost 
direct tnm Charleston. He reports that the 
forces there does not exceed 4.000 men, and 
they apprehended an attack from the recent 
naval expedition. 

Col. Corcoran was lately put in irons 
several hours, for refusing to answer to his 
name at roil call. 

Boston, Sept. 4 — James Leguire, hailing 
from Halifax, N. S., was arrested in this 
city, to day, on charges of conspiring 
against the Government. He has been 
committed for trial at the next term of the 
United Slates District Court. Bail was 
refused. Leguire was bound lor Memphis, 
and a uniform was in his trunk, and this and 
other euspicious oircumetancea. 

Senator Wilson meets with great en- 
couragement at the formation of hie brigade. 
Over thirty oompanies have already tendered 
their services ; twenty-eight have been 
accepted; sixteen are composed of returned 
three months volunteers. It is believed 
the whole brigade will be formed in a 
fortnight 

Chicago, Sept. 4 — Extensive prepara- 
tions are already being made and the work 
is actively going on for the State fair, com- 
mencing .Monday next Thus far, the num- 
ber of entries is unprecedented in the 
history of the Society. In addition to the 
usnal variety of stock, the numerous col- 
lection of the Museum of State Natural 
History Society, consisting of geological 
specimens, coal formations, 1,-500 varieties 
of native plants, will be for the first time 
open to the public The present indica- 
tions are that tbis will be the most success 
ful fair ever held in the northwest. 

New York. Sept 4 — The schooner H.

— James Chapin, 
of Vicksburg, reported to be a Cap*aia in 
the rebel army, was arrested at the residence 
of his father-in law in this village to-day 
by United States Marshal Burke, of Albany, 
by a virtue of a warrant of the Secretary of 
State. He is to go to Fen Le-fayette. 

Indianapo'lis. Sept 4. — Gov. Wright, 
Minister to Berlin, will arrive heme on 
Saturday. Arrangements have been made 
by the citizens of this city to give him a 
handsome reception. The gallant Colonel 
Dumont will make the reception speech. 

Philadelphia. Sept. 4 — One bark and 
four schooners were seized by tbe United 
States Marshal to day under the confisca- 
tion act.
